Thi' city has a>.'ain iiiit^;niWM th' 
walls ill I'Vi'iy ilirection, so that the 
inner city now only encloses about

whole city, including the Manchus 
and all the Kovernment otlicials. Wf 
found the wlu le wall well i:uarilfHl. as 
it was luiii ■rcil th.it tlif 'Nru- 
Troops' h id ii'Volte'il am, wrrr luaii li- 
Ing on thi' city. Near the nmih u-atc 
we saw the so'.dicrs on the walls 
looking at us with field glasses. All 
along we had been able to walk near

take to the road, which is some dis- 
tance away.

Finally we became accustonted to 
the quietnesB of the city, ami as niy 
wife and our biisin s-: manat;er's wife 
wished to see the ci nilition of the 
Inner city, we decided that it waB un- 
likely that anything would happen 
while we were within th« inner walls, 



an.l went first to the ltriti>h Yameii, 
adjoining and formerly part of the 
Yamen of the Tartar-Oeneral, which

At tbe Itritish \amcii my parents 
li.ul met and ch.itted with the present 
King of Kuglund and his late brother 
when they visited China us cadets 
with our friends the British Cadets 
in the Royal Navy. .\fter a chat 
there, we went un to see the extcr 
iors of the Vaiiuns of the Tartar- 
(ieneral anil .\iceroy, aftci- whicb wc 
staiteil hiunewards. Approaching the 
date of Virtue, through which wc 
had entered the city, we found it 
locked, and upon inciulry, were in 
formed that the ilreat .■^milli Ciate 
Was likewise lucked. This was a sur- 
pri.-c, as It was in it l.ite and this 
L'.ite. havin^' double gates of shell 
plates, nobbed with steel bolts, u la 
tandem, and therefore being easily 
guarded, is always left open until 
the last moment for otllcial biisin "Sn. 
The pnispert Was not cr.coiir.-iL'ing. 
We knew thil the i;-,ites wolil.l not lie 
all shut unless trouble of a serious 
nai;ure was expected at any mo'nent. 
.My sister at home with the baby was 
expecting us and as every shop and 
ho'.ise was locked, .-iml the jiiuiirietois 
th reof not at h.eiie. tlii'i ' was u,, 
jilace where we cniilil s|ii'n,| th'nitbt. 
.and at such a time 1 could not be 
away fioiii the hospital, aa the 
wounded would be brought to our in- 
stitution tor treatment. However, 
once bef<ire whrn 1 h'ld to eiitir the 
inner rlty, and the gjites were closed 
while 1 was tli're, wh ii the f.rst 
revolution occurred, the n ime of the 
hospital succeeded In miracidously 
opening gates that would have opca- 
cd for few men of lower ran"< than 
the Viceroy of th - tv.,, pr.iviiices of 
Kwong Tung and Kwuni; Sal. llow 
ever, we went on tn the ^;reat south 
L'ate. In Canton every street ha-î a 
u'atc at each end, with a few scat- 
tered at intervals between. In time 
of trouble these gates are all locked. 
Thus progress is i il.si nicied, niless 
satisfactory e.\|ilanat i,,ns are (.-iveii 
and ;icce|iteil. Arrived at the .■>i,utb 
(Jate wr- found it locked iin 1 well 
jumleil. I explained to the oBicers 
in charge the necessity of getting 
through the gate and explained who 
we were, of course they knew i.f the 
hospital and promised to do the liest 
they could for IIS.

(in Noveinlicr ninth, at iiiniu Uevn 
liitionary flags of the same pattern 
that are now so |)opular all over 
China were hoisted all over the city 
and flown from the Government of- 
fices, oflirial Vamens and the i;-.in 
boats. This was followed by n'lo'ber 
|irii|on'.;eil din of firecrackers, ami the 
cuttiiii: o!T of tens of thousands of 
i|ui'iies, the sign of the Manchu yoke. 
The Ilevulutionists hero were not pre- 
parer; to take over the complete nil 
ministration of the whole province 
vet, and so took the seals of the new 
goveriinient to ine Viccrny to re niest 
hiiii tempnrarily to accept the otiice 
if iJoveriior of the rrovince, but 
they found that hi and all the o her 
officials had fled to Hong Kong. 
There was no reason for this how- 
ever. The Viceroy, though syiiipn 
tliiyiiur n ull his fellow cniini r\ i,,. ii 
WHS faithful to bis trust, and to the 
l'îiiiperor. until he was practically 
certain th it the dynasty was over- 
thrown, and that further etforts 
would only result in useless and 1er 
rible disaster for everyiuie. Dm inu- 
tile niuht he escaiied to the British 
Cunsiilate I leiii'ial on the foreign con- 
cession, aii'l tin re boarded n torpedo 
boat which had been sent up from 
Hong Kong for him. The Viceroy 
w'as accompanied by His Hxcellency 
Wei Han. head of the Naval folbi:,. 
and Di'Cks at Wliaiiipoa, who with 
his two daughters had been my pa- 
tients for some time previously. Mr. 
Wei Hun's son, a graduate of Glas- 
gow University, was the Viceroy's 
private secretary. lioth father and 
son speak Kn;;Ilsh and Krendi fluent- 
ly. When this L'l Illleiiian hriillclll nlie

One large building was filled 
with cases of state documents which 
had probably been coUei'tiU'.' fi.r hun- 
dreds of years.

Within two 
d.iys at least forty thousand men, 
with rifles, revolvers and boiiibs, snl 
diers. citizens, roMiers ^nnl niiiiies, 
flying the revolutionary flag, entered 
the city. It was quite a common 
sight to see men walking .along the 
streets carrying bomlis, loaded, in 
their h.iinls, or b;iskcts of them, call- 
iilL' to th ■ jieople to i^eep out of the 
way. lesi I hi V ^h eil.l 1 .• aecidcntly 
dropped Willi disastrous resiilLs.
